"Use or lose."

It seems to be harsh and unfeel- 


ing, but it is the law of the uni- 
verse, the law of nature, the law 
of life.

The parable of the talents is not 


popular in Russia. Such a doctrine 
would at once be denounced as 
tieasonable and capitalistic.
